By the common 
Confent of the whole People of England,. repre- 
{ented in full Convention of the People. 

The Prince of Orange did not claigathe 
Crown by Virtue of Primogeniture, or Of any 
other Pretence of Right, but left all to the De- 
cifion of thePeople in Convention affembled : 
the Princefs Mary, his Wife, and next in Suc- 
ceffion by lineal Defcent, did not claim by 
Right of her Father, for then fhe had claim‘d 
under a forfeited Title. - Without doubt, the 
Right of Succetlion, (if that be a Right) lay 
in the Princefs Mary; but how was this or- 
der’d ? By the reprefentative Body ; King Wil-
